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ARCHAEOLOGY. 


PREHISTORIC.—-The work of the flint-hunters of the Clun Region 
continues to produce fine results, which are carefully recorded and 
mapped. Mr. H. C. Jones gave an interesting lecture on the subject 
on 7th December, 1934. A perforated stone axe-hammer, found near 
the Anchor (Bettws-y-Crwyn parish), was published with other local 
finds, by H. Noel Jermanin Archaeologia Cambrensis, 1934, pp. 116-120. 

Quarrying has destroyed most of the Eastern sector of Ebury 
Hill Camp, near Haughmond, but it is hoped that the remainder of 
the rampart will be spared. Last summer it was found, during the 
extension of the quarry, that the rounded N.E. angle had been built 
over two small flagged areas, about four feet square, that protruded 
slightly outside the bank; they were laid like crazy paving, and were 
of sandstone flags foreign to the hill. Mr. Forrest reported the discovery 
in Shropshive Notes and Queries, 31rd August, 1934, On the inner face 
of the North rampart where it appeared in section on the edge of the 
quarry, I found a small flint flake, slightly trimmed. It will be placed 
in Shrewsbury Museum. 

Major H. R. Sykes has kindly sent me a photograph of a well- 
constructed piece of retaining wall recently uncovered in the line of 
the rampart of the Roveries Lower Camp, Lydham ; it appears to 
resemble work at Titterstone Clee and Llanmelin {Mon.) hill-forts, and 
belongs to a type now referred to Iron Age B, almost certainly derived 
from the South-Western Culture of Britain, but not necessarily ante- 
dating the Christian era hereabouts ; no dateable objects have yet been 
found in the Roveries hill-fort. 


ROMAN.—Major Sykes also reports the discovery of a paved road, 
probably Roman, at the foot of the Roveries hill; this may be the 
route by which the Roman pig of lead travelled which was found below 
the Roveries Camp in 1851 (V.C.H. I, 266). 

Mr. B. H. St. J. O'Neil, H.M. Office of Works, has cut another 
section through the Yockleton stretch of the Roman Road West, and 
its alignment through ‘‘ The Moors’’ (West of the Smithy garden 
section reported last year} is now adequately established. A paper on 
the subject is in preparation. 

Mr. J. A. Morris records recent activities at Wroxeter in the 
current issue of the Shropshive Archaeological Transactions, XV.VII, 
214-6 ; he tells me that digging has also taken place near the confluence 
of the Tern and Severn, but no building has been located. 


MEDIAEVAL.—Of uncertain period is a discovery made early in 
1935 and reported by Dr. W. Watkins-Pitchford. An oblong cavity, 
8} ft. long and 3% ft. deep, at the West end, apparently a grave, 
excavated out of the soft sandstone and orientated East and West, was 
found in constructing a new green at the S.W. corner of the Bridgnorth 
Golf Links between Hoards Park and the Severn. A gem, wine-red in 
colour, facetted, was found in the soil about a foot from the surface, 
This was submitted for expert opinion and pronounced not to be 
glass. A full report is promised for the Shropshire Arch, Trans. 


Excavations at Lloyds Bank, Pride Hill, in January, 1934, 
uncovered a pit which had probably been the rubbish tip of Bennet’s 
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Hall (fourteenth century). It contained numerous potsherds and tiles. 
The pots were of red or grey ware, and one with green glaze. There 
were many bones of cattle and sheep, the latter of a slender-limbed 
type, usual in mediaeval times. Also a number of very Jarge heavy 
roofing tiles of red clay ; a stag’s antler, which had been riveted to 
a handle to form a pick ; and a polished bone, probably a netting tool. 
The finds all date from fourteenth to sixteenth century.

GEOLOGY.

As will be noted, this borehole was carried to 116 ft. below 
ground level. There was a fair quantity of water present, but this 
was present in the sand beds. This sand was of very fine grain, and 
immediately any pumping was done the sand rose and completely choked. 
the bore. Had the underlying solid rock been of a permeable nature, 
the bore would have been perfectly satisfactory, as we could have 
“lined off ’’ this fine sand. The rock, however, was found to be the 
Bayston Hill Rock, which is practically impermeable, and it was 
useless proceeding with the bore for the purpose of a water supply. 


Nore spy H. E, Forrest: Close by here is a sand pit known as 
** Meole Gravel Hole,’’ from which a Jarge quantity of sand for building 
purposes has been taken. It will be noticed that the glacial deposits 
at the borehole aggregate exactly 100 feet, the greater part being sand. 
I suggest that the site was a kettle-hole in the drift subsequently filled 
with outwash from the drift of Lyth Hill, which slopes down con- 
tinuously in this direction. 


ZOOLOGY. 


The continuous mild weather which marked the close of the year 
1984 had a very noticeable effect on the winter movements of birds. 
The various species of Geese, Ducks, and Waders, which usually come 
south at the beginning of winter, were conspicuous by their absence 
or small numbers. Both Fieldfares and Redwings were much below 
normal, and did not arrive till November. 

On the other hand, the cold winds which prevailed throughout 
the spring delayed the arrival of spring migrants, most of which were 
a week or two later than usual, Swallows, for example, although a few 
were noted from 15th April onwards, were not settled at their nesting- 
places till about the second week of May. Swifts, too, were not settled 
at Shrewsbury till May 15th—later than I have ever known them: 
the majority left by August 8th, though passing birds were noted up 
to the 15th, and single birds on the 18th and 20th. 

Perhaps the most notable record of the year was the occurrence 
of a Lesser Horseshoe Bat in Dowles Manor house, where one was 
caught in July, 1902—the only previous Shropshire example. It is 
pleasing to note that the Red Squirrel is decidedly increasing. 

The Tufted Duck nests in increasing numbers at Betton, where a 
flock of about forty appeared about Christmas ; also three Shelduck. 
A Black Tern was on the same water for two days in August. 

Redpolls and Goldfinches are reported as increasing in several 
places ; Siskins also in winter. Green Sandpipers were noted in Bucknell 
district, and one seen in July was thought to be possibly a Wood 
Sandpiper. 

Amongst the uncommon birds recorded in Wales were a Ferru- 
ginous Duck, which stayed at Tonfanau from 9th November to 23rd 
December ; Black Guillemot, Little Auk, and Gossander, at Penmon, 
Anglesey ; and Snow Bunting, Black-tailed Godwit, Slavonian Grebe, 
and Great Northern Diver on the Merioneth coast. The Reed Warbler 
was noted at Trawsfynydd—a new locality. New localities are reported 
for the Sand Lizard (Llwyngwril), Viper (Breidden), and Palmated 
Newt (Aberdovey and Bayston Hill).

The earliest record of the hibernators is February 22nd, when 
the Small Tortoiseshelt was seen on the wing at Dowles ; March 9th, 
the Brimstone G. Rhamni and the Comma. V. C. Album. My best 
thanks are again due to Mr. George Potts, Mr. Hignett, and other 
observers for their interesting lists.

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METEOROLOGY. 


Few changes among observers have to be recorded. No 
return of rainfall was available from Myndtown Rectory, owing 
to a change in incumbency, and no return was received from 
the Roden Estate of the C.W.S. On the other hand I am glad 
to welcome the prospect of returns from Mr. Lavender, 
Town Clerk of Bishop’s Castle, whose records will serve to 
carry on the long record of Alderman E. Griffiths, of rainfall 
at the top of the town. 


My grateful acknowledgments are again due to Dr. C. 
Crowther, Principal of the Harper Adams Agricultural 
College, and to Dr. A. D. Symons, Superintendent of the 
Monkmoor Isolation Hospital, for the valuable returns from 
those stations, as also to Mr. H. E. F. Maddrell, and Mr. 
H. A. Howe, the observers at these stations. 


The weather of 1934 does not call for long general 
comment. It may be described as a genial year, with no 
extremes of heat or cold, no long or severe frosts, and very 
little snow. The spring was, on the whole, cold and back- 
ward. A short heat wave early in July gave maximum shade 
temperature of about 85° daily from the 4th to the llth. 
Otherwise, warm periods in the summer months from May 
to September, together with an absence of prolonged or heavy 
wet, made for pleasant outdoor conditions. November and 
December were also unusually mild. Rainfall was consider- 
ably below the average at nearly every station, but not so 
seriously as in 1933, when the deficiency averaged six inches, 
or some 24%. In 1934 the average deficiency was three inches, 
but this, added to that of 1933, led to the drying up of ponds 
and surface supplies in many parts, and the failure or shrinkage 
of shallow wells and small streams. February was a month of 
real drought, and up to the end of November the rainfall 
was small, though fairly evenly distributed, and at some 
stations was even below that of 1933 for the same period. 
December, however, with rainfall much in excess of the average, 
and with from 25 to 30 “wet” days at the majority of 
stations, considerably reduced the year’s shortage. 
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The general aspects of rainfall deficiency are shown by 
Mr. Maddrell’s figures for Harper Adams College :—

NOTES ON THE WEATHER AS AFFECTING CROPS, Etc. 


Mr. A. E. Sherritt, Burwarion Hall Gardens,—Taking the 
drought into consideration, fruit crops were good, with 
the exception of strawberries. 


Major W. H. B. Whitaker, Totterton Hall_—In spite of the 
dry weather there was a very fair grass crop, but roots 
failed in many places. A capital apple year, and the best 
partridge season since the War. 


S. A. Bartlett, Esq., Bitterley—-The year was remarkable for 
prolific crops of apples and pears, due, probably, to the 
hot previous summer of 1933 producing well-ripened 
wood and fruit buds. The meagre rainfall of May, June, 
and July led to a very poor crop of strawberries, the 
berries small, stunted, and generally dry. The advantages 
accruing from frequent hoeing and previous mulchings 
of manure were well demonstrated. Generally, the year 
was remarkably free from all forms of blight and disease. 
The potato crop was very good. 


E. Compton, Esq., Oswesivy.—Failure of dwarf beans, due to 
dryness of soil after initial shooting ; few reached surface 
of soil. Very early setting of early potatoes was more 
successful as to weight per root than later setting of 
same variety—Sharpe’s [-xpress, 
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Myr. J. P. Berry, Oakly Park Gardens.—A noteworthy complete 
absence of Aphides and Celery Fly ; White Fly was also 
less in absence. 


W. Bayliss, Esq., Bridgnorth—Apples a good crop; roots 
-+ not good ; strawberries not good, dried up for want of 
rain. 


MONTHLY ANALYSIS OF THE WEATHER OF 1984 
WITH SPECIAL REGARD TO ITS EFFECT ON FARM 
CROPS IN THE NEWPORT-SALOP DISTRICT. 


January was mainly mild and wet, and normal farming 
practices were able to be carried out satisfactorily. The 
growth of winter cereals was slow, and their condition was 
normal for the time of year. 


February will long be remembered as one of the driest 
on record, there being only two wet days, producing .33 inch ; 
days were fine and sunny, with usually sharp frosts at night. 
Cereals maintained slow growth, and winter oats began to 
show the effects of the drought and frosts, wheats being 
unaffected, and looked well. Thanks to the dry weather in 
the preceding November and December, farm work was well 
forward and excellent tilths were obtained for early drilling 
of spring cereals. 


March weather was variable, but mainly cold. Earth 
temperatures were generally low until the last part of the 
month, and, consequently, everything was late. The value 
of the early drilling of spring corn was largely lost owing to 
the slow germination and length of time before appearing 
above ground. 


April started with very cold dry weather, with snow on 
6th and 9th; all growth was slowed down, and everything 
was very backward, although, thanks to the favourable 
weather, all farm work was well forward. Following thunder 
on the 12th, weather became much warmer, and the maximum 
on 15th rose to the unprecedented height of 69°, and with 
rain and sunshine growth leapt forward. Excellent tilths 
were able to be worked down for the root crops, and weather 
conditions were also favourable for drilling. 


May was very dry, with variable day temperatures. 
In spite of the low rainfall nothing suffered; cereals and 
grass made excellent growth, roots germinated quickly and 
well, and were singled under ideal conditions. The later 
sown swedes, however, were severely hit by the lack of rain, 
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and in many cases came through so slowly that the fly took 
them as they appeared, others never came until rain fell a 
month later. A few fields of swedes, where the soil was 
more retentive of moisture grew away well. 


June continued fine and dry until the 18th, when broken 
weather was experienced for 10 days, after which it was again 
“set fair.’’ Winter wheats grew very well, and were a few 
days early in coming into ear, while rust attack. never 
developed ; spring cereals on the lighter soils were short in 
the straw, and all corn crops were slightly earlier than usual 
in ear emergence. Haymaking was only being carried on 
slowly before 18th, owing to lack of good drying winds, then 
was stopped by the wet weather, but carried on rapidly 
afterwards under ideal conditions. Root crops grew away 
strongly, and were cleaned under good conditions. Swedes 
were re-drilled following the rain on 18th, and came through 
very rapidly, but were slow in getting away owing to the 
further dry weather. 


July started with 12 days of brilliant weather, with 
temperatures over 80°, going up to 89° on 10th. Weather 
became cooler and cloudy after a violent thunderstorm on 
13th, but rain held off. Ripening off of cereals was rapid, 
and root crops, except late sown swedes, made excellent 
growth. 

In comparison with the previous months, August seemed 
very wet, although actually the rainfall was 29% under 
normal. The broken weather was sufficient just to make 
harvesting not quite straightforward, but not enough to 
make it very difficult. All root crops grew well. 

The first 18 days of September were like the height of 
summer, and during this time the stubbles were extensively 
cultivated under excellent conditions for killing the weeds 
and burning squitch and rubbish. From the 19th to the end 
of the month some rain was recorded every day, with more 
normal temperatures. Extensive yellowing of the tops took 
place this month in many sugar beet fields ; mangolds more 
generally kept greener. 


October was more normal than other months, but remained 
mild, with a slight deficiency in rainfall. Sugar beet harvesting, 
which started in the third week of September, was continued, 
and mangolds were also harvested the first half of the month, 
both under good conditions. Swedes made very good growth. 
Drilling of winter cereals the latter half of the month was 
carried out under almost springlike conditions, and good 
normal tilths were obtained. 
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November was mild, and on many days like spring ; 
sunshine, however, was the lowest for ten years, and rainfall 
also was slightly under normal. Winter cereals germinated 
rapidly, and grew away fast. 


December again was extremely mild, and only two frosts 
were recorded, while the mean maximum was 3.5° and the 
minimum 6.5° above normal. Rain fell on every day but 
two, and gave a total 56% more than normal. Excellent 
growth of winter cereals was continued, grass kept green 
and grew appreciably, but the harvesting of sugar beet was 
not helped, and dirt tares rose accordingly. 

1934 can definitely be regarded as a wheat year ; yields 
in practically every case were well above normal. Oat yields 
also were above normal, except on the lightest soils that 
suffered from drought. 

Barley yields were variable, many fields were reported 
to have dried right out ; practically all were very short in the 
straw, and the quality of the grain was mainly not up to 
standard. 

Yields of sugar beet were mainly above normal; sugar 
content started high with low dirt tares, as might be expected, 
but dropped to more normal figures as the season progressed, 
while in wet December some very high dirt tare and low sugar 
contents were reported. 

Mangolds were generally a good crop, free from disease, 
well harvested. 

Potatoes also were up in yield, with little disease, although 
with the warm winter sprouting in the clamps was reported 
as being early and excessive. 

Swedes finished up a medium crop where a plant was 
obtained, but some heavy crops were reported where the 
first early sowing was successful; there was practically no 
disease, and crops grew right up to the end of the year.
